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OUIS XVI ascended to; the throne of | 


France in the year 1774 at the age | 


of twenty. With him came his young 
wife, Marie Antoinette. They were heard 
to say: “O, God, guide us, protect us; 
we are too young to reign. 


Ample reasons existed for their fears. 
A subterranean fire had already been 
started beneath the institutions of 
France. The foundations of their throne 
were beginning to slide. 

Groups of conspirators, meeting in 
secret lodge rooms, were plotting the 
Rearuction of morals s, religion and or- 
derly government. Louis moved to Ver- 
sailles. A National Assembly was formed 
in Paris. The two systems pulled against 
each other. 


The conspirators sprung their trap 
on July 14, 1789. Propaganda was used 
to inflame the passions of the masses. 
Mobs were organized. The fuse was ig- 
nited by a false report, circulated on 
the streets of Paris, that the King had 
ordered the commander of the Bastille 
to turn its guns upon the city.

The Bastille was a military fortress 

and prison in the heart of Paris. As 

often happens, a lie did incalculable 

harm. From thousands ef throats the 

cry went up. “To the Bastille! Down 
with the Bastille!” 


A frenzied mob stormed the strong- 
hold. The commander of the fortress 
was unprepared and had only a feeble 


garrison. He resisted for five hours and 
capitulated. All defenders of the pro- 
perty were brutally murdered. Heads 


of victims were placed on poles and 
paraded through the streets. 


News of what had happened in Paris 
was quickly carried to Louis at Ver- 
sailles. Roused from sleep, he said to 
the messenger, “Why, this is a revolt.” 
“No, sire,” was the reply, “it is a 


revolution.” 
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The nation was given the blood bath, 
known in history as the French Revo- 
lution — a holocaust that claimed more 
than a million and a half lives. Years 
of planning by a conspiratorial under- 
ground, operating like the modern Com- 
munist Party, preceded the outburst.

One historian says: “” 


These wandering bands, bent upon 
rape and robbery, were formed 


into mobs and turned loose to abuse 
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those who wanted to see France saved. 
Asher Ginzberg, one of the anti-Christs 
responsible for Russia’s capitulation, 
arranged similarly for Orientals to flood 
the country’s leading cities to ravish 
and kill Gentile women by the thous- 
ands during the Russian revolution. 





General LaFayette protected Louis 
and the royal family for a time but 
they were finally turned over to the 
conspirators on October 6, 1789. 


The great general said: “An invis- 
ible hand rules the mob.” 


Every major development in the 
French Revolution is paralleled wher- 
ever the present program of Soviet 
revolution succeeds. The conclusion 
must be that a self-propagating inter- 
national wrecking crew, operating from 
hidden sources, has for decades pre- 
cipitated revolutions in various nations 

. and now expect to bring their con- 
spiracy to completion on a world-wide 
scale.

HE REVOLUTIONARY TIDE that 

swept Europe in the latter part of 
the eighteenth century was preceded by 
an epoch of moral and religious decay. 
Christianity had been systematically at- 
tacked, and sapped of its strength by 
English Deism — a system of godless 
thought which could be more correctly 
called Jewish Deism. 


A study of Deism shows that its at- 





titude toward Christianity is identical 





with historic Judaism and _ present-day 





Modernism. 





Modernism is Judaism cast in the 
molds of Christian theological vernac- | 
ular. They comprise two attacks, iden- | 


tical in nature, upon evangelical Chris- 
tianity. Deism stemmed from the same 
Judaistic source. 


Deists rejected the virgin birth, deity, 
atonement, resurrection and miracles of 
Christ. Jews and Modernists voice the 
same rejections. 


Deists rejected the divine inspiration 
of the Old and New Testaments. Jews 
and Modernists hold to the same view. 


Deists rejected every supernatural 
claim made for the Christian religion. 
Jews and Modernists share the same 
guilt. 


Let modern apostates, occupying pul- 
pits of the Church, understand that their 
heresy is merely a restatement of the 
Judaistic attitude toward historical and 
evangelical Christianity. 


Benedictus de Spinoza, a Dutch Jew 
whose parents came from Portugal, was 
the most brilliant deist of his day. The 
Encyclopaedia Britannica credits him 
with being, “the father of Higher Criti- 
cism of the Bible.” 


The same authoritative source goes 
on to explain: “Spinoza rejected all 
claims that Biblical literature should 
be treated in a manner entirely differ- 
ent from that in which any other docu- 
ment is treated that claims to be his- 
torical. His contention that the Bible 
‘is in parts imperfect, corrupt, erron- 
eous, and inconsistent with itself, and 
that we possess but fragments of it’ 
roused a great storm ... Many minis- 
ters of religion now praise Spinoza’s 
services in the correct interpretation of 
Scripture as a document of first rate 
importance in the progressive develop- 
ment of human thought and conduct.” 


The flat denial of supernaturalism 
by the deists finds echo in every mod- 
ernist pulpit today. 


Spinoza’s views permeated the schiol- 
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arship of Europe and crossed the ocean 
to America. Higher criticism entered 
the universities, theological seminaries 
and religious schools of the United 
States. From these centers it filtered 
through pulpits and into pews. 

In his youth, Spinoza studied the 
Jewish Talmud, a vile, anti-social docu- 
ment full of hatred for the person of 
Christ. These early studies stamped him 
with undying animosity for the claims 
of Christianity. 


The Talmud is, in the last analysis, 
the seed plot of Judaism, Deism, Mod- 
ernism and Communism. It contains the 
following damning admission: “To com- 
municate anything to a Goy about our 
religious relations would be equal to 
the killing of all the Jews, for if Goys 
knew what we teach about them, they 
would kill us openly.” (Book. of Lib- 
bre David 37.) 


Spinoza’s writings were so venomous 
that the Amsterdam community of Jews 
expelled him from the synagogue to 
appease the Gentile environment. He 
protested the action and claimed to be 
a loyal member of his race. Leading 
deists of the seventeenth and eighteenth 
centuries claimed him as their intel- 
lectual guide and mentor. 


One of his closest associates was 
Thomas Hobbes, who called Christian- 
ity “the kingdom of darkness.” 


Dr. John Orr, an authority on Deism, 
says: “His (Hobbes) unorthodox the- 
ology and his criticism of the Bible 
aroused Christians in general, and the 
Protestant clergy in particular, against 
him While discussing revelation 
Hobbes made the remark that the trans- 
mission of Scripture had been in the 
hands of power-usurping clergy who 


were not averse to using fraud. Most | 


deists made a similar observation and 
from it concluded that the text of Scrip- 
ture is therefore utterly corrupted and 
untrustworthy.” 


John Toland, a deist who lived a 
generation later, professed a debt of 
gratitude to Spinoza. His book, “Chris- 
tianity Not Mysterious,” 
aimed at the Faith. 

Deism’s attack on religion paved the 
way for revolution. Wesley’s revival 
eventually broke its spell in England. 
The spirit of the Reformation triumphed 
in Germany. But France was less for- 
tunate. 
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teen ALL DEISTS, Spinoza wor- 
shipped at the shrine of the Goddess 


of Reason. 


The Encyclopaedia Britannica also 
calls him “the prince of the rational- 
ists.” The quotation continues: “He in- 
sisted that even the Scriptures must be 
submitted to the test of reason, and 
produced the most effective protest 
against the subordination of reason to 
their authority.” 


Reason was deified during the French 
Revolution. 


In describing the events that took 
place during 1793, C. MacFarlane, the 
well-known historian, says: “Before the 
year ended the legislators in Paris voted 
there was no God, and destroyed or 
altered nearly everything that had refer- 
ence to Christianity. Robespierre, who 
would have stopped short at Deism, and 
who would have preserved the external 
decencies, was overruled and intimidat- 


ed ” 


It was a dramatic hour when the 
ruling deists and atheists of France as- 
sembled in Notre Dame Cathedral to 
worship the Goddess of Reason. A 
young woman, an actress, was chosen 
to receive the homage of the rulers. 
The occasion was called, the “Festival 
of Liberty.” 


A “Torch of Truth” burned brightly 
upon the altar. Chaumette announced 
that the people wanted no more priests 
and no gods other than those offered 
by nature. 


Chaumette demanded that Notre 
Dame Cathedral should thenceforth bear 
the name of Temple of Reason. A de- 
cree to that effect was immediately 
passed. 


The “dechristianizing” movement 
quickly became general in Paris. All 
sections of the city renounced religion, 
closed their parish Churches and re- 
opened them as temples of reason. The 
sabbath was abolished, crosses torn 
down, signs of mourning for the dead 
forbidden and worship services elim- 
inated. 


The calendar was abolished and peo- 
ple were no more allowed to reckon 
time from the birth of Christ. Year One 
was the year of the French Revolution. 


Robespierre became the absolute rul- 
er of the country and was more des- 
potic than any of the Bourbon kings. 
He created a new deity called the Su- 
preme Being and made a great theat- 
rical performance. 


Dressed in a sky-blue coat, holding 
a bunch of flowers, fruit and grain in 
his hand, Robespierre appeared on the 





Field of Mars, in Paris, before a great 
throng of people. 


A choir of two thousand voices sang 
a hymn to the Supreme Being. Bands 
of young girls scattered flowers. Then 
Robespierre set fire to two ailiegorical 
figures representing Atheism and Sel- 
fishness. As they burned, a figure repre- 
senting Wisdom appeared. 


But no sooner was the performance 
over than the guillotine, whica had 
been temporarily veiled, began its work. 
History records that an average of two 
hundred a week were put to death at 
that time. This was five years after 
the Revolution. 

The destruction of life became unen- 
durable. Sentiment finally crystallized 
against Robespierre and he was be- 
headed July 28, 1794. We only need 
to study the French Reign of Terror 
to discover where the leaders of tie 
Russian Revolution got their pattern 
for the slaughter of millions of inno- 
cent victims.

HE BREAKDOWN of religion and 

morals threw Europe out of bal- 
ance, and made possible the rise of 
revolutionary leaders animated by de- 
structive motives. Currents which start- 
ed flowing during the latter part of the 
eighteenth century are moving today 
with ever increasing velocity. 


There is a direct underground con- 
nection between the Frenc Revolution 
and the Communist program of the 
twentieth century. One man emerged 
as director of the revolutionary move- 
ment who applied the torch to the in- 
stitutions of Europe. His name was 
Adam Weishaupt. 

In May 1776, this man of mystery 
founded the Lodge of the Illuminati, 
a secret society, to spread the economic, 
philosophic and political views of an 
occult group organized to attack the 
existing order. The main objectives of 
the society were: 


1. Abolition of religion. 
2. Abolition of ordered government. 


3. Abolition of moral standards in- 
cluding marriage and family life. 


4. Abolition of patriotism. 

5. Abolition of the economic system 
now known as free enterprise and Cap- 
italism. 

6. Abolition of private property and 
property rights, including the privilege 
of inheritance. 


These negatives have been adopted 
by all succeeding revolutionary move- 
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ments. Karl Marx plagarized the writ- 
ings of Weishaupt and produced the 
First Communist Manifesto, which re- 
mains the bible of all red organizations 
to this day. 





Weishaupt’s closest associate was a 
cabalist from Egypt by the name of 
Ko!mar. These two demonical conspir- 
ators and their henchmen gained access 
to Masonic lodge rooms, introduced 
rites that were supposed to embody 
very ancient wisdom and used the or- 
der as a cloak for their crimes. IIlu- 
minism was presented as the capstone 
of Masonry. 


Th's explains why American Masons 





refuse to associate themselves with Eur- 
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opean Masonry today. The organization 
became perverted by promoters of revo- 


lution in the eighteenth century and |

The membership of the Illuminati 
was divided into two groups. First, a 
comparatively 





thoroughly trained and initiated, work- 
ing at top levels. Second, a vast num- 
ber of recruited dupes, who possessed 
little knowledge regarding the real pur- 
poses involved.

Officials of the Bavarian Govern- 
ment ferreted out the plot, arrested its 
leaders, confiscated the lodge rooms 
and assembled evidence which was cop- 
ied and sent to every civilized govern- 
ment. 


Weishaupt escaped across the river 
Rhine and transferred the seat of his 
operations to Paris. There he ignited 
a subterranean flame which came to 
the surface in the conflagration of the 
French Revolution.

N UNDERGROUND organization 

connects the French Revolution 
and the Russian Revolution of 1918. 
In the Illuminati we also have spread 
before us the pattern for World Revo- 
lution. Modern Communism follows the 
original Weishaupt blueprint. 


Mrs. Nesta Webster, a profound stu- 
dent of eighteenth century history, says: 


“It was in the training of adepts that 
Weishaupt showed his profound subtle- 
ty. Proselytes were not to be admitted 
at once to the secret aims of Illuminism, 
but initiated step by step into the high- 
er mysteries — and the greatest cau- 
tion was to be exercised not to reveal 
‘o the novice doctrines that might be 
likely to revolt him. ‘One must speak,’ 
Weishaupt explained to the superiors 
of the Order, ‘sometimes in one way, 
sometimes in another, so that our real 
purpose should remain impenetrable to 
our inferiors’.” 


Architects of the international Com- 
munist Party built their organization 
according to the same plan. A few 
minds at the top do the creating, while 
those down the line follow instructions 
and execute policies with blind obedi- 
ence.

| even adopted the Illuminati practice of 


having leaders change their names. As 
Weishaupt was known as Spartacus, 
von Zwack as Cato, and Baron von 
Knigge as Philo, etc., so in the present 
Communist movement Vladimir J. Uli- 
anov became Nicolai Lenin, Josef Djou- 
gashvii became Josef Stalin, Vyacheslav 
Scriabin became Molotov, Bronstein be- 
came Leon Trotsky, Appelbaum became 
Zinovieff, Rosenfeld became Kameneff, 
Sobelson became Karl Radek, Finkel- 
stein became Litvinoff. Karl Marx him- 
self was no exception in this regard. 
His real Jewish name was Mordecai. 
Illuminati leaders in France trans- 


formed Masonic lodge rooms into Jac- 
obin Clubs and used them as centers

of subversion. Crimes against religion, 
morals and government were organized 
and carried out in the same way that 
Communist cells operate today. Weis- 
haupt was called “The patriarch of 
the Jacobins.” 


Collectively, these club rooms _be- 
came the seat of the Reign of Terror 
which demanded a prolific toll of blood 
and suffering from the French people. 
A similar underground exists in every 
nation of the twentieth century, where 
branches of the Communist Party are 
tolerated.

ROFESSOR JOHN ROBISON, a 

scholar, Mason and Scotch Presby- 
terian, lived contemporaneously with 
the French Revolution and made sever- 
al trips to the continent. Fortified with 
first hand information, he wrote one 
of the most valuable books on revolu- 
tionary movements ever penned. He 
made a painstaking study of the Illu- 
minati. 


Being a professed Christian and loyal 
Mason, Robison’s discoveries moved 
him deeply. He died under unexplained 
and mysterious circumstances soon after 


publishing his book. 


He was careful to disavow contin- 





ental Masonry, explaining that Illumin- 





ism had perverted and changed it into 





a vehicle of vice and crime. The Mason- 





ic Order in France was described as 





being poles removed from the Order in 
England and the United States — as 
different as day from night. 











Professor Robison’s book has long 
since disappeared from the markets, 
but a copy was found in the Congres- 
sional Library at Washington, from 
which the front cover was photographic- 
ally reproduced for the sixth page 
of this Defender. Several paragraphs, 
giving an insight into the Author's dis- 
coveries, are quoted below: 


“In my early life, 1 had taken some 
part in the occupations (shall I call 
them) of Free Masonry; and having 
chiefly frequented the Lodges on the 
Continent, I had learned many doc- 
trines, and seen many ceremonials, 
which have no place in the simple sys- 
tem of Free Masonry which obtains in 
this country (England) 


“I had been initiated in a very splen- 





did Lodge at Liege, of which the Prince 
Bishop, his Trefonciers, and the chief 
Noblesse of the State, were members. 
I visited the French Lodges at Valen- 
ciennes, at Brussels, at Aix-la-Chapelle, 
at Berlin, and Konigsberg; and | picked 
up some printed discourses delivered 
by the Brother-orators of the Lodges. 


“At St. Petersburg I connected my- 
self with the English Lodge, and occa- 
sionally visited the German and Rus- 
sian Lodges held there. | found myself 
received with particular respect as a 
Scotch Mason ...” 


Then Robison tells how he came into 
possession of many lodge secrets in 
France, which he felt free to disclose 
upon returning to his home in England, 
not being bound by oath to remain 
silent concerning them. 


* * * 


S PREVIOUSLY stated, Weishaupt 

palmed off the higher degrees of 
his Illuminati, as advanced knowledge 
and esoteric wisdom toward which Ma- 
sonic lodge members should reach. Thus 
a cloak was woven to cover his crimes 
against society. 


He also succeeded in infiltrating a 





large segment of the Jesuit Order, as 





well as some of the existing Protestant 





bodies. But Masonry in Germany, 





France and Italy suffered the most. 





Protestant dupes of that period re- 
mind us of modern liberal leaders of 
the various denominations who _ have, 
for several years, faithfully espoused 
the cause of Communism. 


Weishaupt gloated in a letter to Cato 
(von Zwack): “The most admirable 
thing of all is that the great theologians, 
Lutherans and Calvinists, who belong 
to our Order, really believe they see 
in it the true and genuine mind of the 
Christian religion. Oh! man, what can- 
not you be brought to believe!” 


By this means, as Philo (the Baron 
von Knigge) later pointed out, the II- 
luminati was able “to tickle those who 
have a hankering for religion.” 


The foregoing facts explain where 
present day Communists learned their 
technique of infiltration. We have seen 
civic clubs, patriotic societies, educa- 
tional bodies, women’s organizations, 
departments of government, political 
parties, labor unions, churches and 
many other groups diverted from nor- 
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mal courses by Communists planted in | 


their ranks. 


Persons whose minds became con- 
taminated by Weishaupt Illuminism 
were transformed into deists, atheists 
and anarchists. The false teachings thus 
imbibed gave them a warped outlook 
upon life. They became unfit for mem- 
bership in organized society. 


Robison says: 


“T saw men of rank and fortune, and 
engaged in serious and honorable pub- 
lic employments, not only frequenting 
the Lodges of the cities where they re- 
sided, but journeying from one end of 
Germany or France to the other, to 
visit new Lodges, or to learn new sec- 
rets or new doctrines . 


“German Masonry appeared a very 
serious concern, and to be implicated 
with other subjects with which I had 
never suspected it to have any connec- 
tion. 


“There, and more remarkably in 
France, I found that the Lodges had 
became the haunts of many projectors 
and fanatics, both in science, in reli- 
gion, and in politics, who had availed 
themselves of the secrecy and the free- 
dom of speech maintained in these meet- 
ings, to broach their particular whims, 
or suspicious doctrines, which, if pub- 
lished to the world in the usual man- 
ner, would have exposed the authors 
to ridicule, or to censure ... 


“I found that this impunity had 
gradually encouraged men of licentious 
principles to become more bold, and 
to teach doctrines subversive of all our 
notions of morality — of all our confi- 
dence in the moral government of the 
universe — of all our hopes of im- 
provement in a future state of exist- 
ence — and of all satisfaction and 
contentment with our present life, so 
long as we live in a state of civil subor- 
dination. 





“T have been able to trace these at- 
tempts, made through a course of fifty 
years, under the specious pretext of 
enlightening the world by the torch of 
philosophy, and of dispelling clouds 
of civil and religious superstition which 
keep the nations of Europe in dark- 
ness and slavery. 


“IT have observed these doctrines 
gradually diffusing and mixing with 
all the different systems of Free Ma- 
sonry; till, at last, an Association has 
been formed for the express purpose 
of rooting out all the religious estab- 
lishments, and overturning all the exist- 
ing governments of Europe. 


“T have seen this Association exert- 
ing itself zealously and systematically, 
till it has become almost irresistible: 
And I have seen that the most active 
leaders in the French Revolution were 
members of this Association, and con- 
ducted their first movements according 
to its principles, and by means of its 
instructions and assistance, formally re- 
quested and obtained: And, lastly, I 
have seen that this Association still 
exists, still works in secret ... 


“And when we see that the methods 
which were practised by this Associa- 
tion for the express purpose of break- 
ing all the bands of society, were em- 
ployed solely in order that the leaders 
might rule the world with uncontroll- 
able power, while all the rest, even the 
associated, will be degraded in their 
own estimation, corrupted in their prin- 
ciples, and employed as mere tools of 
the ambition of their unknown super- 
iors; surely a free-born Briton will not 
hesitate to reject at once, and without 
further examination, a plan so big with 
mischief, so disgraceful to its underly- 
ing adherents, and so uncertain in its 
issue . 

“The Association of which I have 


been speaking, is the Order of Illumi- 
nati, founded in 1775 by Dr. Adam 
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Weishaupt, professor of Canon Law 
in the University of Ingolstadt (south- 


ern Germany) ...”

EDUCED to basic factors ... a

HERE ARE three great duties of a 

Christian. They are found in three 
commands of Christ, containing one 
word each. They are “go,” “pray” and 
“look.” 


We should go and we should pray, 
but today, if it were in our power, we 
should like to lift you out of the seat 
in which you are sitting and help you 
see the bigness of the task which is 
before us. 


Let us push back the horizons until 
we see the whole world and its needs; 
and if we cannot go ourselves, give 
until it hurts to make it possible for 
others who can carry the Gospel to 
the ends of the earth. 


This is a day of visual education. 
We learn more by seeing than we do by 
hearing. It is possible to have eyes and 
not see and ears and not hear. Some 
look at Japan and see only her cherry 
blossoms; at India and see only her 
ivory palaces; and at Africa and see 
only her gold. 

What one sees is a test of his char- 
acter. Our Lord says to us, “Lift up 
your eyes and look on the fields, for 
they are white already to harvest.” Let 
us lift up our eyes and look. 


If we would broaden our spiritual 
horizons. let us consider four V’s. 


VICTORY 


If we are to be victorious in spread- 
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ing the Gospel, we must see humanity 
through the eyes of Christ. 


There are some who look upon the 
world with indifference. They are con- 
cerned about only that which affects 
them personally. They see things, not 
people. Like the priest and Levite, they 
pass by on the other side. They simply 
do not care about humanity. 


There are others who, if they lift 
up their eyes and look at all, have 
the look of curiosity. They are like 
people who join the crowd in going 
to a fire, but do nothing but look. 


There are others who look with dis- 
gust upon humanity. They do not like 
to look upon the open sore of the 
world for fear that, seeing, their hearts 
might be touched and they might have 
to do something about it. 


The Christian way is the way of 
Christ. When He saw the multitudes, 
“He was moved with compassion be- 
cause they fainted and were being scat- 
tered abroad, as sheep: having no shep- 
herd.” His heart was filled to over- 
flowing with sympathy for those who 
suffered. His was the look of love. 
Most of His disciples learned this look. 


We cannot broaden our spiritual ho- 
rizons unless we first of all see Jesus. 
We must see “no man save Jesus only.” 
We need to focus our eyes upon the 
crucified. living. reigning Saviour. 


We need the vision of Jesus that 
Paul had. He could say. “I was not diso- 
bedient unto the heavenly vision.” We 
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should renew our view of Him as our 
personal Saviour from sin. We should 
see Him as David Livingston did when 
he said. “God had but one Son, and 
He gave Him to be a foreign mission- 
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ary. 
VISION 


If we are to feel and suffer for the 
world as Christ did, our hearts and con- 
sciences must sense the appalling need 
of the world. Christ had a world mind 
and a world heart. His was a world- 
wide task as so is ours. The world pre- 
sents a tragic picture indeed. It is hard 
to tell whether the world is upside 
down or inside out. The hymn writer 
seems to describe present conditions in 
the words: 


“We are living, we are dwelling, 
: g 
In a grand and awful time.” 


One of our statisticians told us a few 
years ago that the world is growing 
heathen at the rate of 6,000,000 yearly. 
The world, he said, was actually 270,- 
000,000 more heathen and less Chris- 
tian in 1935 than in 1890. 


Over half of the world’s population 
does not know what it is to go to bed: 
at night having had three good meals 
a day. Hunger. lack of clothes, and 
appropriate shelter is the common 
plight of multiplied millions through- 
out the earth. The world is starving for 
bread. 


The world is poor economically. We 
are told that the average income in 
India is less than a nickel a day, and 
that in Japan, China, India, and Africa 
combined it is hardly more than eight 
to 10 cents a day. 


Intellectually the world abounds in 
illiteracy. At least one-half of the world 
cannot read or write. 


Socially there are 60,000,000 un- 
touchables in India, and 10.000,000 lit- 
tle girls are married before they are 
10 years old. In all heathen countries 
womanhood and childhood count very 
little. 


Yes; this is a sick world. What an 
awful tragedy that millions die each 
year for lack of medical attention. 
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But saddest of all, humanity is sick 
morally and spiritually. Only about 
one out of every three people in the 
world is a professing Christian of any 
sort. Over two-thirds of the world is 
lost. Of the over 300,000,000 people of 
India, only about 5,000,000 can be 
called Christians. 


Poor, bleeding, broken. blasted, 
bruised, benighted China has at least 
one-fourth of the world’s population. 
and not a million of them Christian. 
Africa has almost as many gods as 
she has people, and there are at least 
150,000,000 human beings there. 


Japan has only a handful of Chris- 
tians. Nothing but prayer can reach be- 
hind the iron curtain of communistic 
Russia. Palestine is overrun with Mo- 
hammedans and Jews. Italy has a form 
of religion but is starved spiritually. 
Religion in France and England is at 
a low ebb. 

Our own beloved Nation is hardly 
more than 45 per cent professing Chris- 
tians; and, besides, everyone who pro- 
fesses to be a Christian is not neces- 
sarily a Christian. 


What are we doing about it? The 
256 denominations and sects in our 
Country in 1945 had 30 missionaries 
per million people in Mexico, Central 
America, and the West Indies; 21 per 
million in South America; 56 in Af- 
rica; 14 in India; 13 in China; two 
in French Indochina; while at home 
we had 1,945 ministers for each mil- 
lion of population. 


For lack of vision people perish. 
May God give us a vision of this poor. 
needy, suffering, hungry, sinning world. 


VOICE 


If we are to enlarge our spiritual 
horizons, there are two voices we must 
hear. The first is the voice of starving, 
suffering, sinning humanity. What an 
appealing voice. 

Some time ago someone heard a 
baby. that had been thrown in a trash 
can, sobbing in the night. This is but 
a symbol of humanity’s cry. The world 
cries for deliverance, forgiveness, guid- 
ance, peace, comfort, strength. and for 
eternal life. 

Christ is the only answer to this cry. 
He is the desire of all nations. Only 
Christ and His Gospel can erase the 
physical misery, the moral degradation. 
and the spiritual darkness of the world. 


They still cry as of old, “Come over 
and help us.” We must hear the call 
from around the world. 


If we hear humanity’s pathetic cry, 
surely then we must hear the voice of 
Jesus saying to us, “Go ye therefore, 
and teach all nations, baptizing them 
in the name of the Father, and of the 
Son, and of the Holy Ghost.” This is 
the voice of Jesus. “All power is given 
unto me in heaven and in earth.” 


“My sheep,” He says, “hear my 
voice.” “As my Father hath sent me, 
even so send I you.” 

Are you willing to hear His voice? 
Do you understand what He wants you 
to do? Christ is speaking to you now. 
Will you listen? 


VOLITION 


Alfred Tucker was a gifted artist. 
He once painted a picture of a hungry 
beggarwoman. He portrayed her with 
ragged clothes, hungry eyes, and a 
haunting look of despair. But as he 
looked into the wistful eyes of the 
beggarwoman he flung his brush aside 
and exclaimed, “Why don’t I try to 
help people instead of painting pic- 
tures of them?” He gave up painting 
as his life’s work and went as a mis- 
sionary to Africa. 


Does this not apply to us? Have we 
not talked about. the needs of the world 
long enough? Isn’t it time now for us 
to do something about it? Jesus said, 
“They need not depart; give them to 
eat.” 





A missionary said, “I can’t sleep for 
thinking of those people.” Let us awake 
out of our sleep. 


Is it worth while? Yes, it is the most 
gloriously worth while undertaking on 
earth. It would be worth while if your 
son or daughter lived in a heathen coun- 
try. If it is worth while for us to have 
Him as our Saviour, then it is worth 
while for every person the world over 
to have Him, too. 


Dr. Laubach, in his book, “Wake 
Up or Blow Up,” says that all Protes- 
tant Churches together are giving an 
average of $1.26 per member for for- 
eign countries; less than two and a half 
cents a week. He thinks that of the 15 
per cent deductible from taxation, five 
per cent should go for the local Church, 
including home missions; five per cent 
for foreign missions; and the remain- 
ing five per cent for other philanthropy. 
“It is late, very late now, but not too 
late,” he says. 


Jesus says, “Say not ye, There are 
yet four months, and then cometh 
harvest? behold, I say unto you, Lift 
up your eyes, and look on the fields; 
for they are white already to harvest.” 
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O BECOME a daily reader of the 

Bible you need encouragement. We 
all do. The habit is not easy to form 
or to maintain, but its rewards are 
priceless. 


There are difficulties. You are con- 


fronted with a large volume, and your | 


time for serious reading is limited; but 
you are surprised to find that one of 
the shorter books may be read in a few 
minutes, one of the longer ones in an 
hour. 


You meet with strange customs and 
characters, with miracles and mysteries, 
and you are tempted to conclude that 
the Bible is too obscure for you to un- 
derstand; but then you are reminded 
that the earlier books were written for 
peasants in old Palestine and the later 
ones were read and enjoyed by freed- 
men and slaves in the days of Paul. 


On the other extreme, you may be- 
long to that group of good people who 
honestly believe that they know the 
Bible and that it is too familiar to re- 
quire frequent review. In reality, no 
one knows the that he 
can afford to neglect it. 


Bible so well 


Those who study it continually testify 
to the fact that some new surprise 
awaits them in practically every chap- 
ter that is read. 


There are difficulties in daily read- 
ing, but there are also constant encour- 
agements. Possibly the supreme stim- 
ulus is found in the practical character 
of the Bible. It is the Book of Life. 


Its truths bear upon the problems, 
the experiences, and the beliefs of all 
persons in all circumstances. This en- 
couragement is phrased in the immortal 
words of the Master: “Search the Scrip- 
tures; for in them ye think ye have 
eternal life: and they are they which 
testify of me.” 


Even our physical life is closely re- 
lated to Bible reading. Other things 
being equal, the habit insures more per- 
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THE BOOK OF LIFE 








fect bodily health. This Book may be 
regarded as the first treatise on hygiene. 
Moses taught ancient Israel which foods 
to eat and which to avoid, not only 
to keep his people distinct from other 
nations, but because he knew which 
forms of diet were most safe and which 
were dangerous. He taught cleanliness 
and purity, the danger of infection, the 
need of periods of rest and refreshment 
as well as of daily toil. 


The New Testament likewise teaches 
temperance, self-control, freedom from 
anxiety and fear and all those mental 
habits that make for physical health. 
Of all books which could be mentioned, 
the Bible is the most influential in aid- 


ing one to maintain “a sound mind 
in a sound body.” 


For a sound intellectual life there 
is no book of comparable importance. 
As one American college president de- 
clared: “The Bible is the most impor- 
tant document in the world’s history. 
No man is uneducated who knows the 
Bible, nor can anyone be considered 
a truly educated min who is ignorant 
of it.” 


This is the Book which introduces 
one to the great masterpieces of paint- 
ing, of music, and particularly of liter- 
ature. 

The late Professor William Lyon 
Phe!ps has been quoted as saying: “To 
any youth eager to learn to write well, 
I would say three words: Read the 
Bible. That Book is the best written 
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book in the English language. It is 
greater than any philosophy or novel, 
because it contains in its own pages 
the greatest short stories, the greatest 
essays, the greatest philosophy, and the 
greatest beauty of thought. It is greater 
than all the other books in the world 
combined. It has no rival.” 


Moral life, however, is more impor- 
tant than mental culture. The supreme 
need of the individual and of society 
is a fixed standard of moral conduct. 
Does such a standard exist? 


It is well for us to be reminded 
that the moral precepts of the Bible 
are immutable and changeless. The Ten 
Commandments have never become an- 
tiquated. They were not amended or 
abrogated by our Lord. He interpret- 
ed them. He taught men that these laws 
applied not only to outward acts, but 
that they concerned thought and motive 
and desire. 


When opinions of right and wrong 
conflict, when social customs and polit- 
ical actions need correction and guid- 
ance, we should do well to turn to the 
Bible and to find it in a firm foundation 
for moral life. 


There is, however, a plane of ex- 
perience higher than physical health 
or mental culture or moral conduct. 
There is a reality in that which is 
termed spiritual life. 


By this is meant a knowledge of God, 
fellowship with Him, and a belief in 
virture and immortality. This is what 
our Lord meant when he spoke of 
“eternal life.” He meant a kind of life 
which was revealed and embodied in 
Christ Himself. 

In all the Scriptures, the central 
figure is our Lord. As we learn more 
of Him we shall know more of life in 
all its fullness. Your Bible will become 
increasingly precious and clear if your 
aim is to discover its witness to Christ, 
and if you come to Him to find the 
life He offers. “This is life eternal, that 
they might know thee the only true 
God, and Jesus Christ whom thou hast 


sent.” 


Such is the message of the Scriptures, 
such is the Book of Life.

“Until recently cancer authorities said 
that no chemical ever cured a cancer. 


“That is no longer true. A few 
compounds now will cure certain ex- 
perimental animal cancers. If any at 
this time will cure human cancers, it 
has escaped the attention of responsible 
cancer authorities of the American Can- 
cer Society.

Mr. McGrady then takes up the sub- 
ject of “viruses” and says: “Some sci- 
entists have succeeded to the point 
where some viruses will completely de- 
stroy animal cancers.” 

Dr. Robert A. Lincoln of Medford, 
Massachusetts, has already explored 
this field, with the result that his Bac- 
teriophage has been successfully used 
in treating over 5,000 victims of dis- 
eases “officially” pronounced incurable 
by medical bodies.

sess information that might conceiv- 
ably bring relief to some of these vic- 
tims, | would be derelict in duty by 
failing to pass it on. 


One particular case that I treated 
with apparent success comes to mind.

EISENHOWER AND THE 
RUSSIANS 


The following illuminating letter from 





a Christian attorney in Oklahoma, de- 





serves the attention of Defender readers.

Dear Dr. Winrod: 


Thanks so much for your letter of 
May 12; also your mimeographed pa- 
per entitled “Eisenhower” which is in- 
formative and excellent. 


Kay Summersby, by inference at 
least, concedes that Eisenhower was 
dead drunk when V-E day became of- 
ficial — drunk on Vodka. He lent sup- 
port by his silence and his official con- 
duct to the rape of Poland, to the de- 
bauchery and murder of German wo- 
men and children and helpless men, 
and to the Russian program in the 


Balkans. 


Few people realize that on V-J day, 
queer enough, he was also found with 
the Russians as a guest. On that day 
he stood at the Tomb of Lenin with 
none other than Joe Stalin himself for 
five hours reviewing the greatest dis- 
play of human flesh to occur in our 
generation — the Russian National 
Sports Parade. 


In his book, “Crusade in Europe,” 
he admits that the eye can tire of view- 
ing even female flesh. That night he 
attended a celebration, carefully staged 
by Harriman, to make it appear that 
Russia was entitled to share credit for 
winning the war against Japan. 


Major General John R. Dean in his 
book, “Strange Alliance,” tells how 
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Harriman, after the Russians had tired 
and were about to leave, protracted a 
drunken orgy until official word was 
received of Japan’s unconditional sur- 
render, whereupon pandemonium broke 
loose, with a be-whiskered Russian kiss- 
ing Eisenhower on both cheeks, but 
lamenting that the war ended before 
Russia had had an opportunity to butch- 
er more Japanese! 


The truth doubtless is that Stalin, 
when Russia declared war, actually 
knew that Japan had concluded to sue 
for peace unconditionally. The Rus- 
sians turned coat on an ally to feast 
upon the carcass of a defeated and 
decaying nation. 


Poor dumb Ike! He had no compre- 
hension of the international outlawry 
that was going on under his very nose! 


It is no wonder the reds in our bor- 
ders are to a man promoting Eisen- 
hower. During the most critical days of 
the world’s history, he stood at the pin- 
nacle of public responsibility and had 
the greatest opportunity possible for 
any American to know what was trans- 
piring, but his mind was on Kay and 
Vodka, or at least so utterly addled 
that he did not know what it was all 
about. 


A few minutes ago I dropped into a 
local store. A somewhat communica- 
tive lady clerk, considerably above the 
normal intelligence, was there. She. ap- 
parently did not know me. I jokingly 
told her I was a Gallup poller looking 
for information and would she say who 
would be the next elected President. 
She took me seriously and promptly 
said “Eisenhower.” This led me to in- 
terrogate her a bit further since she 
seemed willing to talk. I discovered 
that she was a Democrat who thought 
Roosevelt was the greatest man of this 
generation.

As she testified, said the Detroit Free 
Press, she resembled someone “kicking 
away an ant hill to reveal the hidden 
passages and scurrying creatures be- 
neath it.”

N 1946 a Human Rights Commission | 

was appointed as a subagency of the | 
Economic and Social Council of the | 
United Nations. Mrs. Eleanor Roose- | 
velt was made its Chairman. Early in | 
1947 this Commission announced that | 
it proposed to draft a Declaration of | 
Human Rights and a Covenant on Hu- | 
man Rights. A little later it took up the | 
matter of formulating a “Genocide Con- | 


vention.” 


What is “Genocide?” The word was 
coined by a Yale professor, a Polish 
refugee. Translated into simple Anglo- 
Saxon. it means “race killing.” It goes 
without saying that all decent men and 
women are opposed to any program, 
official or otherwise, which contem- 
plates the destruction of a racial group 
in whole or in part. But out of this gen- 
erality of the term “Genocide,” a whole 
new class of individual crimes is to be | 





created. 


Acts are made punishable which are 
not only purely domestic in character, 
but public officials as well as private | 
citizens are to be made amenable to in- | 
ternational tribunals for a variety of | 
ill-defined and ambiguous so-called acts | 
of Genocide — to the extent that the 
causing of mental harm to a member of 
a group, or complicity in so doing, is 


an act of Genocide. 


The United Nations Assembly at its 
Paris meeting in December 1948 adopt- 
ed a Universal Declaration of Human 
Rights. In the dying hours of the same 








session of the Assembly, at which the | 
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declaration was passed, the Genocide 
Convention was hurriedly adopted. 


At the time little or no publicity was 
given the matter by the United States 
Department of State. On June 16, 1949, 
the Genocide Convention was submitted 
by the President to the United States 
Senate for ratification and referred to 
the Foreign Relations Committee. 


At a hearing in January 1950 before 
a subcommittee of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, members of the 
American Bar Association committee 
on peace and law through United Na- 
tions, appeared and submitted reasons 
and arguments against its ratification, 
pointing out the serious loopholes in 
its content, the failure of its language 
to include “Genocide” committed by 
governments — as, for example, the 
liquidation of political groups in Rus- 
sia and Russian satellite countries — 
and the dangerous effect of the docu- 
ment on basic American rights if rati- 
fied by the United States as a treaty. 


It should be kept in mind that in 
nearly all nations except the United 
States. even after the ratification of a 
treaty, each particular government may 
decide when and to what extent, if at 
all, it is ready to implement the treaty 
by the passage of national legislation, 
even though the signatories have agreed 
generally to enact such legislation. 


The United States is the only im- 
portant country (except France and 
Mexico to some extent) that faces the 
peculiar legal situation that when a 
treaty is ratified by our constitutional 
process (to wit. by the Senate) its 
provisions become a part of the su- 
preme law of the land without either 
State or national legislation. 















Article VI of the United States Con- 
stitution provides that a treaty when 
ratified becomes “the supreme law of 
the land” — “anything in the Constitu- 
tion or laws of any State to the con- 


trary notwithstanding.” In this very 
fundamental respect the American Con- 
stitution is unique. 


Unfortunately, those in charge of at- 


| tempting to “sell” the United Nations 


human-rights program, including the 
Genocide Convention, to the American 
people have chosen to disregard. this 
distinction. They persist in discussing 
treaty obligations as though the effect 
of a treaty were the same in America as 
in other countries. 


They undertake to clinch their posi- 
tion by pointing out that certain pro- 
posed treaties, like the Genocide Con- 
vention, contain a provision binding 
the parties “to enact in accordance with 
their respective constitutions necessary 
legislation to give effect to the treaty,” 
and they argue that this leaves each 
signatory country free to put the treaty 
provisions in effect or not, as each coun- 
try may determine. Such a clause does 
not and cannot operate that way in 
the United States. 


The position taken by certain law- 
yers in the State Department with 
respect to this matter is legally falla- 
cious, because no such treaty provision 
can unwrite the self-executing effect of 
Article VI of our Constitution, under 
which no legislation is necessary to put 
a treaty into effect. 


Hence, if an international agreement 


| like the Genocide Convention is ratified 
as a treaty. it will supersede every city 
| ordinance. every county ordinance, ev- 
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ery State law, and every State constitu- 
tion, as well as every Federal statute 
on the same subject. 


This has been specifically decided in 
such a recent case as the California 
alien land case Jujii v. State of Cali- 
fornia (217 Pac. 2d 481). See also 
Perez v. Lippold (198 Pac. 2d 17), 
in which case the Supreme Court of 
California overruled the long-established 
law in that State against mixed mar- 
riages. 


Of course. no decent person can quar- 
rel with the announced objective of the 
Genocide Convention — to wit, the 
outlawing of mass murder of groups 
of people — but the present document 
is so drawn that it does not apply to 
liquidating political groups as “ene- 
mies of the State.” Hence, it does not 
apply to Genocide as practiced by Stalin 
in Russia or in the Russian satellite 
countries. 


In drafting article II of the Conven- 
tion and in order to appease the Rus- 
sians, Genocide was limited to “na- 
tional, ethnical, racial or _ religious 
groups.” The political group was omit- 
ted. Under the Russian technique of 
attacking political groups as “enemies 
of the state.” Genocide occurs and will 
continue to occur on the theory that 
such liquidation is not for the purpose 
of destroying “national, ethnical, ra- 
cial. or religious groups.” 


Hence, dictators can sign the Geno- 
cide Convention with complete immu- 
nity. All they need to do is to classify 
a particular group as “enemies of the 
state.” George A. Finch, of Washington, 
a member of the Committee on Peace 
and Law through United Nations of 
the American Bar Association and edit- 
or in chief of the American Journal 
of International Law, testified before 
the Senate Foreign Relations Subcom- 
mittee in January 1950: 


“The Genocide Convention is an out- 
standing example of an international 
agreement upon which the public has 
been and is being misinformed. As 
Genocide is defined in the Convention. 
it does not apply to the mass killings 


tarian governments, but appeases such 
governments by making it possible for 
them to continue, as they are doing to- 
day behind the iron curtain, the mon- 
strous treatment of thousands of human 
beings whom those governments regard 
as enemies of the Communist states. 
There is not a word in the Convention 
which denounces as Genocide the mass 
killing and destruction of peoples by 
governments.” 


Article I of the Convention commits 
all signatory nations “to prevent and 
to punish” Genocide “committed in 
time of peace or in time of war.” There- 
fore, if the United States ratifies the 
Convention, it will be committed to go 
to war to prevent Genocide in some dis- 
tant country, as, for example, India, 
Iran, Russia, Argentina, or elsewhere. 


The definite obligation is to prevent 
and punish Genocide wherever it ap- 
pears in the world — whether in civil, 
racial, and religious wars, or in nation- 
al and ideological struggles. This would 
require a procedure of interference 
in the internal affairs of other nations, 
and in the case of countries able to 
defend themselves, such as Russia, would 
mean war. 


The Convention invades the field of 
domestic law and changes and nullifies 
domestic law. In his letter of transmittal 
to President Truman, James E. Webb, 
Acting Secretary of Sta‘e, quoted the 
United States representative on the Unit- 
ed Nations Legal Committee as agree- 
ing that — 





“If an individual is murdered by 
another individual, or by a group, 
whether composed of private citizens 
or Government officials, as part of a 
plan or with the intent to destroy one 
of the groups enumerated in article 
II, the international legal crime of 
Genocide is committed as well as the 
municipal-law crime of homicide.” 


What does “intent to destroy” mean? 
Was it absent from the race riots in 
Detroit and Harlem? In lynchings in 
Georgia? Was it absent in the civil 
war in China? In border conflicts be- 
tween India and Pakistan? Are we to 
be committed to stop genocide wher- 
ever it occurs in the world and have a 
series of experiences like that in Korea? 


Again, George A. Finch testified be- 
fore the Senate Foreign Relations Sub- 
committee in January on “intent to 
destroy” and “mental harm” as fol- 
lows: 


“Can it be successfully denied that 
segregation laws are susceptible of be- 
ing denounced as causing mental harm 
to all members of the group against 
which such laws discriminate? Minor- 
ity groups in this Country are vigor- 
ously seeking to have such discrimina- 
tion abolished by Federal legislation. 
Can there be any reasonable doubt that 
if Congress fails to enact the civil- 
rights laws now being urged upon it 
and if this Convention is ratified as 
submitted, members of the affected 
groups will be in a position to seek 
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legal relief on the ground that this 
so-called Genocide Convention has su- 
perseded all State legislation?” 


When is “mental harm” serious, when 
is it harmful, and when is it only 
mental? No American judge or jury 
will be the last arbiter of that question. 
It will be answered finally by the In- 
ternational Court of Justice if the 
Un*'ed States Senate ratifies this Con- 
vention as a treaty. 


Thus, the International Court of Jus- 
tice is in a position to determine when 
an American citizen should be punished 
— a prerogative up till now reserved 
exclusively to our own laws and our 
own courts. 


The Genocide Convention, if ratified, 
constitutes a threat to freedom of speech 
in the United States, for article III 
sets forth “that incitement to Genocide” 
and “complicity in Genocide” is pun- 
ishable as Genocide. As to this, the 
American Bar Association committee 
on peace and law, through United Na- 
tions, made the following observation: 


“This was adopted in spite of repeat- 
ed objections of the United States rep- 
resentative that it was a plain infringe- 
ment of freedom of speech and free- 
dom of the press. Who shall judge if 





political speeches are incitement to Gen- 
ocide? (An international court.) 


“Who shall judge as to freedom of 
the press? As a prevention of Genocide 
shall censors be provided by the State? 
Representatives of many countries in- 
sisted that as between Genocide and 
freedom of speech and freedom of the 
press, the latter must give way. The 
position of our representatives seemed 
to be incomprehensible to many of 
them. 


“The representative of the United 
States boldly said that Genocide should 
stop where freedom of speech begins.” 


Under Article VI a specific provision 
is made for the trial of American citi- 
zens in courts in other countries, and 
under article VII for extradition to a 
foreign jurisdiction. 


If the United States ratifies this 


treaty, it will mean that we have agreed 








to set up the machinery for extraditing 
Americans charged with Genocide and 
for shipping them overseas to be tried 
for acts committed in their own home 
towns, and this, it has been pointed 


out, may be for as little as having been 
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charged with inflicting “mental harm” 





on a “national, ethnical, racial or reli- 


gious group.” 





It may even mean that the telling of 
a story reflecting on the characteristics 


| of a particular racial group may be 





treated as inflicting “mental harm” 
or as “iacitement to Genocide.” 
The Genocide Convention may be 


briefly characterized as follows: 


First, it fails as to its primary pur- 
pose of preventing Genocide committed 
by Government and hence is a docu- 
ment of appeasement as far as Russia 
and other dictator nations are con- 
cerned. 


Second, it commits the United States 
to go to war, if necessary, to prevent 
Genocide in any distant part of the 
world where the members of any “na- 
tional, ethnical, racial, or religious 
group” are being killed. 


Third, it invades, changes, and nulli- 
fies American law as heretofore ex- 
clusively determined by our own Con- 
gress, our own State legislatures, and 
our own courts. 


Fourth, it threatens the American 
concept of freedom of speech and of 
press as guaranteed by our Bill of 
Rights. 

Fifth, it denies Americans the right 
to be tried in their own courts and 
the right to invoke such safeguards as 
trial by jury and presumption of inno- 
cence until proved guilty. 


Because of the foregoing considera- 
tions, the Genocide Convention is an 
outstanding example of emotional in- 
ternationalism and loose and hurried 
draftsmanship. As pointed out by the 
American Bar Association, it should 
certainly not be ratified by the United 
States Senate.

It is not the George Washington na- 
tionalism of the late Senator Wherry, 
of Senators Jenner and Dirksen, Con- 
gressman John Wood of Idaho and 
many others.

The foreign policy internationalists 
have discovered why their own past 
treacheries, stupidities, and misguided 
affections have failed.

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IVIEN KELLEMS is a courageous 

person. Mindful of Lenin’s threat 
that Communism would cause Capital- 
ism to tax itself to destruction, she is 
leading a crusade against the present 
system of taxation under which the 
American people are struggling. 


She says: “The power to tax is the 
power to destroy.” 


“From taxation have come the long- 
est and bloodiest wars, including our 
own Revolution,” she continues. “By 
undermining the rights of private prop- 
erty, the foundation of civilized gov- 
ernment, it has destroyed one civiliza- 
tion after another, and bids fair to fin- 
ish the one in which we find ourselves. 
Therefore the history of our country, 
as of any country, can be written in its 
tax bills.” 


Two phases of the existing system 
are indicted ... the Income Tax and 
the Withholding Tax. The first threat- 
ens to destroy the American way of life. 
The second violates the Constitutional 
guaranty against involuntary servitude. 


Followers of the Marx-Engels doc- 
trine which advocates use of a_pro- 
gressive income tax to destroy Capit- 
alism, slipped the Income Tax Amend- 
ment over on unsuspecting American 
taxpayers. Miss Kellems demands its 
repeal. 


Equally sinister were the motives of 
those who wrote the Withholding Tax 
law which commandeers the em- 
ployer into involuntary servitude, de- 
nies American workers the right of ad- 
ministering their own affairs, generates 
ill will between employer and employee, 
and places the finger of the politician 
in every pay envelope. 


Miss Kellems delivered an address 
before the Los Angeles Rotary Ciub 
on February 20, 1948, which attracted 
nation-wide attention. She announced

that her factory in Westport, Connec- 
ticut, would defy the Government by 
refusing to deduct, and pay Withhold- 
ing Tax, from the pay of its employees. 


Prosecution was invited in order to 
bring a test case before the courts. 
She denounced the law as “illegal, im- 
moral and unconstitutional.” 


As might be expected, the name Kel- 
lems was promptly smeared by New 
Deal propaganda, mud and vilification. 
But the challenger stood her ground! 


Not until May of the same year did 
the Department of Internal Revenue 
act. Four blustering agents swooped 
down, demanding payment of the taxes 
she had refused to take out of the en- 
velopes of the people on her payroll. 


They knew that the employees had 
themselves paid the tax, but to demon- 
strate their toughness and at the same 
time teach the “cantankerous female” 
a lesson, they demanded the full amount 
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as a penalty for refusing to make the 
deductions. Despite the fact that no 
court order hed been issued, they suc- 
ceeded in intimidating her banker into 
surrendering $1,685.40 of company 
funds. 


The performance was repeated again 
a few months later, at which time the 


haul amounted to $6,100.00. 


Agents for the Government had evi- 
dently neglected to investigate Miss 
Kellems’ background. Had this been 
done, they would have discovered that 
she was no novice in tax matters. 


Today, at the age of 56, she can look 
back upon school years devoted to earn- 
ing an M.A. at Oregon State Univer- 
sity, a Ph.D. at Columbia, majoring in 
Economics and of all things for 
a young woman, specializing in taxa- 
tion! 


Rupert Hughes says: “When, there- 
fore, the Internal Revenue Department 
sent four of its roughest and toughest 
agents to teach this crazy woman in a 
Connecticut village the rudiments of 
taxation, they were as startled as the 
hunter who goes out to inspect his 
squirrel trap and finds a grizzly bear 
there.” 


Agents for the Government soon found 
themselves on the defensive, in a legal 
battle of great historical importance. 
Miss Kellems brought action in Fed- 
eral District Court and succeeded in 
winning a refund of her money illegal- 
ly confiscated at the bank. 


The story of this legal battle, includ- 
ing a number of dramatic court room 
scenes, includes several chapters of ab- 
sorbing interest. But as yet, the con- 
stitutionality of the Withholding Tax 
law has not been tested. 


Miss Kellems’ father was a Minister 
of the Gospel and an instructor in a 
theological college. Her factory manu- 
factures cable grips, regarded as the 
best. and used throughout the world. 
She is an individualist, a patriot and 
protagonist of New Deal-Fair Deal So- 
cialism and Communism. 


Spotted here and there with bits of 
humor her book is creating a 
stir in business and government cir- 
cles.

All students are native Spanish-speak- 
ing Christians, whose lives have been 
dedicated to preparation for the Chris- 
tian ministry.

New 
Testament, Old Testament, Church His- 
tory, Homiletics, Systematic Theology, 
Ecumenics, English, Spanish, Music, 
Missions, Evangelism, Church Govern- 
ment, Health Care, Practical Helps and 
others. 
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The arrangement, whereby interested 
friends in the United States may spon- 
sor students of their own will be con- 
tinued. By practicing rigid economy, 
the total cost of a school-year averages 
$17.50 per student, each month.

Each Sponsor receives a photograph, 
biographical statement and _ personal 
testimony of his student, together with 
regular reports of classroom work. The 
support may be paid by the month, 
or in a lump sum as convenient. Not 
only individuals, but Churches, Sunday 
Schools or other groups may assume the 
care of a student. 


Eighteen Sponsors are happy _ this 
month over the graduation of their re- 
spective students. 

Readers of this Department of The 
Defender Magazine, will please bear 
in mind that the next school-year will 
start in September (1952) and be 
thinking and praying about assuming 
the support of a student. An enrollment 
of 150 is anticipated.

ECAUSE of its luxuriant tropical 
beauty, Puerto Rico is called the 
“Gem of the Caribbean.” Theodore 
Roosevelt was so impressed by its scen- 





ery that he called it the “Switzerland 
of America.” 


When approaching this colorful Isle 
from the air or by ship, one is im- 
pressed by its striking tropical allure. 
Ashore, however, Puerto Rico is found 
to be a land of tragic contrasts. The 
majority of her dense population lives 
in appalling poverty. Conditions are 
particularly bad in the rural districts. 
Disease stalks the island, with hook- 
worm, malaria and tuberculosis de- 
manding a constant toll. 

It is not because Puerto Ricans are 
lazy that their children run naked, and 
whole families go to bed hungry, night 
after night. They gladly work when em- 
ployment is available. Industries are 
lacking. The average man who toils in 
the sugar cane, may expect employment 
for only two or three months out of 
the year. 


On the whole, Puerto Rico is one of 
the most needy mission fields in the 
Western Hemisphere. Surely none offers 
richer dividends for eternity. 


The Defenders organization is doing 
missionary work in eight different parts 
of the world. Special prayer is re- 
quested for all these fields.

April 27, 1952 


Dear Doctor: 


Greetings in the lovely name of our 
Lord who said: “But as many as re- 
ceived him, to them gave he power to 
become the sons of God.” 


Today marks the last Sunday in 
April, your birth month. The Chapel 
was crowded with children and many 
grown-ups. We had a glorious time 
praising and thanking God for His 
wonderful love and keeping power. 


Although you were not here on your 
birthday, which was the 18th, yet we 
prayed for you, asking God to preserve 
your life for many more birthdays. 
Above all, we prayed for your safe re- 
turn to this field of labor. 

You are needed here as soon as your 


health will permit. Things are going 
well, but the work requires your guid- 












































ing hand. I cannot write about every- 
thing, but there are a few details you 
must know. 


Etta Wright and Robert Taylor have 
given 2,100 pounds of rice, fish and 
meat to help carry on in your absence. 
But these supplies have been mostly 
used up and our shelves are low. 
We are now eating rice for breakfast 
and dinner. In Monrovia, it is $8.00 a 
bag but even there the stocks are down. 


God has never failed to provide for 
our tables in all these years and He 
will not forsake us now. 


I would start the boys planting po- 
tatoes, but some of the houses are leak- 
ing, and they have to cut thatch and 
fix roofs before the rainy season be- 
gins. It will take them another week 
to finish this work. 


The chickens are doing nicely and 
we have not lost too many since you 
left. We have a lot of baby chicks now. 
Try to bring some poultry medicine 
to spray the nests and pens when you 
come. 


We have finished handling this year’s 
crop of grapefruit and sold some to 
help meet expenses. Our supply of palm 
oil is low because William’s sickness 
has made it impossible for him to cut 
enough nuts. 


There is lots of sickness. Many are 
asking when you will be back to care 
for them. Several have died in the vil- 
lages. 

Be sure to bring some secondhand 
clothing that we can distribute to those 
in greatest need. Garments can be ex- 
changed for rice as a substitute for 
money. Bed clothes, towels, tablecloths, 
shoes, children’s things, dresses, shirts, 
listerine, liniment, castor oil, yaw medi- 
cine and many others — bring with 
you. 

Brother Holmes’ son paid us a visit 
and has gone to Monrovia looking for 
a job. We had a heartbreak here last 
week, learning about Edwin stealing, 
and the law sending him to prison. This 
is a mark against our mission that 
will require time and prayer to rub out. 


Tell Jackson College that we appre- 


ciate its kindness to you. But hurry 
home as soon as possible. The con- 
gregation wants you back. We now 
have 49 students enrolled in the school 
and they keep asking when to expect 
you. 

Bring some garden seed and some 
funny little games for the children, 
also another basket ball if you can. 

I learned that the President will be 
up here next month. The folks are 
busy already, making preparations. | 
hope he will come this time and not 
disappoint them again. 

This is all the news that comes into 
my mind for now.

June 15, 1952 
THE POWER OF TRUTH 


Ex. 20:16: Mark 7:14-23; 
John 18:15-27 











EMORY TEXT: “Ye shall know 
the truth, and the truth shall make 
you free.” John 8:32. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “TRUTH.” 


Pilate was laboring under great 
pressure. Jewish mobs were demand- 
ing the assassination of the divine Sav- 
iour. The Roman jurist, convinced of 
our Lord’s innocence. tried hard to save 


Him. 


John records the following incident 
during the course of the hearings: 


“Pilate therefore said unto him, Art | 


thou a king then? Jesus answered, Thou 
sayest that I am a king. To this end 
was I born, and for this cause came 
I into the world, that I should bear 
witness unto the truth Pilate say- 
eth unto him, What is truth? And when 
he had said this, he went out again 
unto the Jews, and saith unto them, | 
find in him no fault at all.” 


What is truth? Only one man _ has 
ever lived a completely truthful life 
on this earth. And He was convicted, 
in an illegal trial, in violation of the 
Ninth Commandment. which reads: 
“Thou shalt not bear false witness 
against thy neighbor.” 


A lie is a terrible thing. It is fre- 
quently the spark that ignites a con- 
flagration. The world’s woes result 
largely from the fact that people pre. 
fer to lie rather than be truthful. Truth 
builds constructively and promotes har- 
mony. Falsehood destroys and breeds 
discord. Lies always demand a penalty, 
as observed for instance. in Acts 5:1-11. 


What is truth? It is not metaphysical, 
intangible, something nebulous beyond 
human reach. It is concrete, tangible 
and demonstrable. It is a quality or 
state of being faithful. 


Such words as fidelity, constancy, 





faithfulness, loyalty and veracity asso- 
ciate themselves with truth. Sincerity 
in character, action and speech. Genu- 
ineness in expressing feeling and belief. 
In philosophy and theology, truth is 
any position that squares with facts. 


In His tender prayer for the discip- 
les, Jesus asked the Heavenly Father 
to “sanctify them through thy truth: 
thy word is truth.” Fortunately we have 
the Scriptures as a guide. They place 
before us words of truth. Every effort 
should be made to conform to the 
standards noted in the teachings of 


the Lord Jesus Christ. 
(2) THE KEY VERSE IS JOHN 18:23. 


“Jesus answered him, If I have spok- 
en evil, bear witness of the evil: but 
if well, why smitest thou me?” 


The disgraceful episode of a_ vile 
hand, crashing into the face of God’s 
Son was enacted in the kangaroo court 
of high priest Caiaphas. Jesus asked: 
“Why smitest thou me?” 

It is a paradoy that the Man who 


was the embodiment of truth should 
have been so flagrantly betrayed by 
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falsehood. He was falsely charged, and 
finally convicted by a conspiracy of 
lies. 


The court record, printed in the four 
Gospels, contains at least 17 reversible 
errors. Christ’s trial was a travesty on 
justice. Law books describe a “revers- 
ible error” as an illegal decision, made 
in a lower court, that warrants the 
appellate court in reversing the judg- 
ment. 


There are 17 clear reasons why the 
trial of Christ was illegal. Even the 
fundamental accusations were fraudu- 
lent. 


First, the Jews charged Him with 
Blasphemy, because He professed to 
occupy a place in the Godhead. The 
Sanhedrin could not inflict capital pun- 
ishment under Roman law and 
Blasphemy was not punishable by death 
in a Roman court. 


So, second, the Jewish leaders chang- 
ed the charge to Sedition and false- 
ly accused the Saviour of leading a 
rebellion against Caesar. They violated 
the Ninth Commandment and made the 
lie stick! 


(3) THE KEY FACT: VITAL CHRIS- 
TIANITY IMPOSES RESTRICTIONS 
ON CONDUCT. 


Jesus, arrested about midnight in 
the Garden of Gethsemane, was tried 
six times prior to His crucifixion the 
following noon ... before Annas, Cai- 
aphas, the Sanhedrin, Pilate, Herod 
and back to Pilate. Peter’s denial took 
place during the first three appear- 
ances. 


The fire before which he warmed 
himself, is emblematic of the tendency 
to seek ease and comfort while avoid- 
ing hardship and Cross bearing. Christ 
needed the companionship which Peter 
could have given, but a _ wicked lie 
crossed the disciple’s lips three times 
— an incident which thereafter filled 
his soul with sorrow and remorse. 


Loyalty to Christ imposes restraint 
upon human tendencies. There must 
be discipline in the army of the Lord.

EMORY TEXT: “He that is greedy 
of gain troubleth his own house.” 
Proverbs 15:27. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “COVETOUSNESS.” 


There are two kinds of covetousness 
— good and bad. Paul speaks of the 
Holy Spirit’s power in the life of a 
believer and says: “Covet earnestly 
the best gifts.” 


The word means a “consuming de- 
sire for gain or possession.” It is pos- 
sible to covet things that are good, le- 
gitimate and consistent .with the wel- 
fare of others. It is also possible to de- 
velop a wholly selfish, inordinate, avar- 
icious attitude toward material posses- 
sions — a selfish desire for what be- 
longs to others. 


In Scripture, covetousness is gener- 
ally associated with selfishness and 
greed, although there are exceptions. 
The man in the parable of today’s les- 
son was covetous in the wrong sense. 
The desire for goods completely over- 
balanced his life. Like many today, he 
allowed himself to become galvanized 
in self interests, to the exclusion of 
other values which enter into the sum 
total of human existence. 


A covetous person lives as if the 
world were made altogether for him. 
The needs and wishes of others do not 
count. His vision becomes narrowed 
to himself. His soul becomes cramped. 


The man in the parable took in- 
ventory of his assets, considered the 
ground that he possessed, counted his 
barns, examined his goods and said ... 
“Soul, take thine ease, eat, drink and 
be merry.” 


Indolence, gluttony, drunkenness, li- 
centiousness — a sensual, selfish view 
of life! Jesus called the man a “fool,” 
a word in Scripture which means both 
an absence of intelligence and a lack 
of moral balance. This creature of 
the flesh lacked a sense of right and 
wrong. 


He thought he knew how to live ... 
but proved that he did not know how 
to die. “Thou fool, this night thy soul 
shall be required of thee. So is he 


that layeth up treasure for himself, 
and is not rich toward God.” 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS LUKE 12:31. 


“But rather seek ye the kingdom of 
God; and all these things shall be 
added unto you.” 


The parable of this lesson is a paren- 
thesis, bracketed between two deeply 
spiritual lines of thought which the 
Master developed during one of His 
most important public discourses. 


He was saying that, “The Holy Ghost 
shall teach you,” when suddenly a 
man stepped forward and asked Him 
to act as arbitrator in a financial settle- 
ment. The interruption must have been 
offensive to those present.

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Jesus paused, warned against the 
dangers of covetousness, and returned 
to the spiritual level of the message — 
concluding with a clear statement re- 
garding His second coming (Luke 12: 
35-40). 


His words, explaining that material 
supplies would be “added” where a 
right spiritual relationship existed with 
God, have furnished inspiration for 
multitudes of believers. One writer says: 
“When we keep ourselves in God’s will, 
He keeps us.” 


(3) THE KEY FACT: THE INNER 
LIFE NEEDS CLEANSING. 


Today’s lesson is concerned with the 
Tenth Commandment, which stands like 
a fence to guard the other nine. A man 
free from covetousness will be less 
likely to break the other bands of the 
Decalogue. The series as a whole binds 
rebellious human nature with spiritual 
cords. 


The last Commandment clearly por- 
trays the spiritual base of the Law. 
All Ten Commandments, taken collec- 
tively, deal with the sin problem at its 
source — namely the human heart. 
“For out of the heart proceed evil 
thoughts, murders, adulteries, fornica- 
tions, thefts, false witness, blasphemies: 
These are the things which defile a 
man.” Matthew 15:19-20. 


A state of sin may be said to exist, 
even though the sinful act has not 
found physical expression. This inner 
condition brings a sense of guilt upon 
the sinner. A change can be wrought 
only by a definite work of the Holy 
Spirit. 

The cry of the Psalmist indicates the 
only corrective: “Create in me a clean 
heart, O God; and renew a right spirit 
within me.”

THE DIVINE LOVE MOTIVE 


Mark 12:28-34; 
John 13:34; 15:10-14 











great TEXT: “This is my com- 
mandment, That ye love one an- 
other, as I have loved you.” John 15:12. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “LOVE.” 


It is impossible to define this word. 
There are several terms in the Hebrew 




















and Greek translated love, but their 
combined definitions fail to convey 
what is meant. There is truth. in the 
Scotchman’s statement that, “It is bet- 
ter felt than telt.” 


The root word in John 13:34 is 
agapao. Other basic words occur in 
Bible texts. Taken together they only 
represent a futile attempt to provide 
language for something the tongue can- 
not describe. The compounded defini- 
tions convey ideas something like the 
following: 


(a) A feeling of strong personal at- 
tachment. (b) An unreserved attitude 
of sympathetic understanding. (c) A 
sense of complete rest and satisfaction. 
(d) Ardent affection growing out of 
extreme benevolence. (e) Emotional ac- 
tion of unrestrained vehemence. 


Jesus waited until the very close of 
His ministry on earth to proclaim the 
“new commandment.” He was about 
to give the human race, composed of 
sinful people, a supreme demonstra- 
tion of love — by laying down His life 
for them. “Greater love hath no man 
than this, that a man lay down his life 
for his friends.” John 15:13. 


Every phase of our personality is 
to be expressed, and absorbed, in the 
love of God. “Heart, soul, mind, 
strength” (Mark 12:30). The Heavenly 
Father deserves first place in our 
thoughts, feelings and affections. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS JOHN 13:34. 


“A new commandment I[ give unto 
you, That ye love one another; as I 
have loved you, that ye also love one 
another.” 


Jesus always showed utmost respect 
for the Law of Moses. In giving the 
“ 29 a 
new commandment,” He did not abro- 
gate any of the old commandments 
received at Sinai... but rather flooded 
them with new meaning. 


Unlike most of the Jewish leaders 
who came trying to trip the Master, 
the scribe of today’s lesson approached 
Him with a sincere spirit and an open 
mind. 


“Which is the first commandment 
of all?” not first in order, but first 
in importance. Jesus answered by merg- 
ing the Ten into Two. “Thou shalt 





love the Lord thy God” and “Thou shalt 
love thy neighbor as thyself.” 


The scribe agreed and enlarged upon 
the answer. Jesus complimented him: 
“Thou art not far from the kingdom 


of God.” 


Practical religion, manifested in an 
attitude of love toward God and man, 
was admitted to be of greater value 
than external observances, “burnt of- 
ferings and sacrifices.” It is the heart 
condition that counts, rather than rites, 
symbols and ceremonial practices. 


From this background emerged our 
Lord’s “new commandment,” embody- 
ing the ideal that His love “shed abroad 
in our hearts,” should find constant 
expression toward others. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: DIVINE LOVE 
IS THE BADGE OF DISCIPLESHIP. 


Immediately following His definition 
of the “new commandment,” Jesus ex- 
plained that it was to be like a badge, 
prominently displayed by all believers. 
“By this sign shall all men know that ye 
are my disciples, if ye have love one 
to another.” John 13:35. 


True Christians will be tender, lov- 
ing, kind and gracious ... not mean, 
hateful and spiteful toward one an- 
other.

THE AGE OF THE JUDGES 
Judges 2:8-17; 21:25 











_ TEXT: “Righteousness 
exalteth a nation: but sin is a 
reproach to any people.” Proverbs 14: 


34. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “BAALIM.” 


Like Americans of the twentieth cen- 
tury, the Israelites of ancient times were 
a favored people. They proved un- 
worthy and came under cataclysmic 
judgments. Religious apostasy was re- 
sponsible for the collapse of their na- 
tion. 


The loss of spiritual balance pre- 
ceded moral breakdown. As often hap-

pens, the builders of a nation 
followed by dissipated destroyers. 
“There arose another generation after 
them, which knew not the Lord.” 





are 


False religion, not atheism, invaded 
the kingdom. Baalimism, like Mod- 
ernism in the present-day Church, had 
a denaturing, devitalizing effect upon 
the religious life of the people. 


Baal was the chief male deity of the 
Phoenicians. Ashtoreth was his female 
counterpart. Worship of these pagan 
divinities, figments of perverted ima 
gination, involved immoral, degraded, 
licentious practices of the most extreme 
type. 

The People’s Bible Encyclopedia 
says: “The worship of Baal among the 
Jews seems to have been appointed 
much pomp and ceremony. Temples 
were erected to him. His images were 
set up. His altars were numerous. The 
officiating priests danced with frantic 
shouts, and cut themselves with knives 
to excite the attention and compassion 
of the god.” 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS JUDGES 
21:25. 


“In those days there was no king in 
Israel: every man did that which was 
right in his own eyes.” 

With the weakening of moral and 
spiritual foundations, respect for law 
disappeared. The foregoing verse de- 
scribes the state of anarchy which came 
to exist. Will this phase of ancient his- 
tory repeat itself in the United States? 
There are ominous trends in that direc- 
tion. 

Leaders of the past, relying upon 
the arm of the Almighty, built a great 











and powerful nation in this part of the 
world. They believed in God. Every- | 
thing they said and did reflected faith | 
in the Word of God. | 


But things are different today. States- 
manship has deteriorated. We are pass- 
ing through a moral and_ spiritual 
sag. The Church life of America is 
weak, due to internal attacks by Mod- 
ernism and external attacks by 
Communism and Atheism. This _insti- 
tution, entrusted with the responsibility 
of keeping the national conscience alive, 
has lost the spiritual power it once 
possessed. 


We should learn a lesson from the 
period of the Judges and retrieve our 
moral and spiritual losses with haste. 
Otherwise, destruction awaits us! His- 
tory writes with a legible hand. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: BEWARE OF 
“OTHER GODS.” 


It is easy to test the reference to 
“other gods.” India offers an example. 
Her idols number into the millions, 
clouding the souls of the people with 
superstition and: paganism. And _ they 
still plow with crooked sticks drawn 
by oxen. 

Rev. Abner Nelson, whose ancestors 
were converts from Hinduism, gives the 
following word picture: 


“Let us enter a heathen temple where 
the savage goddess Kali Mai (Black 
Mother) is worshipped. Kali is ong of 
the most powerful idols of India. She 
is worshipped by untold millions. A 
Hindu will walk hundreds of miles 
barefooted, over dusty roads and fields, 
to reach a place where this hideous 
image stands. 

““She is a bloodthirsty goddess and 
her wrath can therefore be appeased 
only by the spilling of blood. 

“The idol is invariably built of 
mammoth proportions. It has a huge 
female head, bulging eyes, vulgar leer- 
ing mouth, thick tongue lying out on 
her chin dripping blood. four writhing 
sinuous arms and coarse hair streaming 
down the back. Her body is purple- 
hued and massive. 
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“One hand holds the decapitated 
head of a man. Another clutches a 
gory knife used for beheading pur- 
poses. The third hand points upward 
and the fourth downward. A huge foot 
is clamped upon the body of a man. 
Kali has just severed the head of her 
husband to quench an insatiable thirst 


for blood. 


“We find ourselves in a large tem- 
ple, replete with ornate carvings, filled 
with a milling crowd of screaming, 
awe-stricken worshippers. The people 
are here to appease this Goddess of 


Blood Sacrifice. 


“Multiplied millions of my people 
live in this moral and spiritual dark- 
ness. My heart aches for them. It is 
true that some are finding Christ and 
walking in the light of the Gospel, but 
at best the percentage thus released 
from the fetters of heathenism is small. 


“Kali lives! She is more than an 
inanimate idol. She lives in the souls 
of precious, perishing human _ beings 
whose cry resembles the dirge of a dark 
night.” 


But there are other idols, aside from 
those like Kali, in lands denied the 
light of the Gospel. There are also

other gods” of selfishness, greed, 
worldly pleasure, covetousness, licen- 
tiousness, etc. ... to be avoided.

A COURAGEOUS WOMAN 
Judges 4:4-8; 5:1-7 











pega TEXT: “ Be strong and 
of a good courage; be not afraid, 
neither be thou disraayed: for the Lord 
thy God is with thee whithersoever 
thou goest.” Joshua 1:9. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “DEBORAH.” 


Deborah’s prophetic gift, rather than 
military acumen, qualified her for the 
office of a Judge. She was a prophetess. 
But this does not mean that she was 
strictly a foreteller of events. 
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The primary meaning of a prophet 
is seer, meaning one possessing spir- 
itual capacities for penetrating the veil 
and discerning the movements of God. 
This quality must be taken into con- 
sideration in accounting for Deborah’s 
extraordinary achievements. 


Apostasy so weakened the Israelitish 
people that they came under the domin- 
ation of other nations. Jabin, a cruel 
Canaanitish king, ruled over them in 
the days of Deborah. 


Sensing God’s willingness to inter- 
vene in their behalf, she sent an in- 
spired message to Barak, bidding him 
to assemble ten thousand men for war 
against their conquerors. He agreed, 
but only on the condition that she 
would accompany him into battle. 


The name of the Canaanitish field 
general, against whom Barak pitted 
his strength, was Sisera. “And the Lord 
discomfited Sisera, and all his chariots, 
and all his host, with the edge of the 
sword before Barak.” This success was 
followed up until Jabin was _ over- 
thrown. 


The event emphasizes the value of 
feminine powers in the service of the 





Lord. It is a preachment on the fact 
that women who live exemplary lives 
are capable of shouldering special re- 
sponsibilities. It is a condemnation of 
sins and habits which weaken and de- 
base womanhood. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS JOSHUA 
1:9. 


“Be strong and of a good courage; 
be not afraid, neither be thou dis- 
mayed.” 

Be strong. Be of good courage. Be 
undismayed. Be in God. 


Good people are made strong by 
God’s power, promise and_ presence. 
Faith in God has been described as a 
fulcrum by which our limited strength 
becomes a lever to move a mountain. 

A little magnet can lift scarcely a 
half pound. Connected with a dynamo 
it can raise a ton. Your talents may 
seem small ... but connected with 
God, there is no way to estimate your 
strength for Christian service. 


“This command to Joshua clearly 
implies that it is a human responsibil- 
ity to maintain a certain state of be- 
ing. We can, and we must believe. It 
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is a sin to doubt God. It is a clear 
cut duty to use all of one’s strength 
and be courageous, fearless and unfrus- 
trated in obeying God’s command. Have 
the faith to obey God wholeheartedly.” 
Higley’s Commentary. 





(3) THE KEY FACT: GOD PUTS 
A SONG IN THE HEART. 


The victory over Sisera and Jabin 
was celebrated by the “Song of Debo- 
rah and Barak’ — generally believed 
to have been composed by Deborah. 


It often happens that periods of dark- 
ness and sorrow, on the part of God’s 
children, are followed by victory and 
exaltation. “Weeping may endure for 
a night, but joy cometh in the morn- 
ing.” Psalm 30:5. 
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
